News From Old Baldy 
It is being ex plained officially and u nofficially 
that abandonment of a hilltop in Korea called 
Old Baldy is of no special importance to the 
Lnited Nations. The ex planation needs an ex ­ 
planation. 
If this hilltop m u st be retaken becau se its 
possession by the enemy cannot go u nchallenged, 
it is v ery special importance to the United 
Nations. Retaking it will consu me liv es. The 
Chinese wanted it badly enou gh to pay a heav y 
price in liv es — ev en at the Asiatic discou nt 
rate. They will want to keep it badly enou gh to 
ex act a heav y price for its recaptu re. 
It was this trading of liv es for position which 
had made Americans bitter abou t the Korean 
war before the adv ent of winter slowed down 
the fighting. It was this kind of stand-off war­ 
fare which made the Korean war an issu e in 
the 195 2 national election. 
There are no hilltops in Korea worth fighting 
for. u nless they represent v astly more than a 
tem porary adv antage in military position. 
That has not been made clear to the American 
people—that v astly more is inv olv ed in Korea 
th.u i tem porary adv antages in military position. 
If the Eisenhower administration cannot dis­ 
cov er a wav to ex plain what is inv olv ed and to 
make it credible, it can ex pect no more en­ 
thu siasm for a stalem ated war of position than 
the Tru man administration was able to arou se.

Competition Revived

Chrysler Cuts Refute Argument For Controls 


The American sy stem of free 
competition has 
been 
v indicated 
not only by the remov al of gov ern­ 
ment controls bu t by the annou nce­ 
ment that one large motorcar man­ 
u factu rer. withou t regard to what 
its competitors might do, has bold­ 
ly redu ced prices. 
For many y ears now the Ameri­ 
can people hav e had it dinned in 
their ears that American indu stry 
is controlled by tru sts which fix 
prices and that a few large com­ 
panies, by dominating the field, 
control the m arket for their prod­ 
u cts. Democrats 
hav e 
inv eighed 
against what they called “ oligop­ 
oly ” and demagogu es in trade-u n­ 
ion foru ms hav e denou nced large 
bu siness as monopolistic. 
The demonstration which 
t h e 
Chry sler Corporation has ju st giv ­ 
en effectiv ely 
refu tes 
any 
su ch 
argu ment. For the annou ncement 
of a price decrease does not nec­ 
essarily mean that all companies 
will follow su it, throu gh some of 
them may do so. 
This wou ld not be the first time 
that a price redu ction by one man­ 
u factu rer has been met with the 
statement by others that its own 
produ cts were already low enou gh 
or in Line with the market. 
The significance of the Chry sler 


u p the consu mer by a concerted 
arrangem ent of competitors to fix 
prices. 
Unfortu nately , there are monop­ 
olistic factors that are not cov ered 
by law. Thu s, a nation - wide bar­ 
gaining instru ment in the form of 
a big labor u nion nowaday s can, in 
effect, fix the price of important 
produ cts by fix ing the labor cost. 
The larger companies can absorb 
the ex tra ex pense, bu t the smaller 
ones often cannot. Yet they are ex ­ 
pected to pay the same rates of 
wages as the bigger fellows. This 
resu lts in forcing smaller com­ 
panies to beg the larger ones to 
take them ov er, and that’s one 
way competition is cu t down.

er ones while still others hav e fall­ 
en by the way side. 
The entry of new competitors 
has also been prov ed possible in 
the au to indu stry notwithstanding 
the leadership of a few large com­ 
panies.

Refinishing Furniture 


Is Painstaking Job 


In refinishing old furniture the 
preparation of the wood is as 
vital as the careful application 
of a new finish. 
Gordon Obrig, Fellow of 
the 
Industrial Designers Insittute and 
an expert on wood and wood 
f n- j 
ishes, has some practical tips lorj 
“do-it-yourself” hobbyists. 
After an old finish has been 
completely removed with a suit-; 
able paint remover, Obrig sug-i 
gests 
sponging 
the 
raw' 
wood 
thoroughly with pure turpentine to 
remove all traces of chemicals.

dry,” 
Obrig says, “ the w’ood should be 
carefully rubbed with No. 00 steel 
wool followed by No. 00 sand­ 
paper. 
Now wood should be pre­ 
pared with steel wool and sand­ 
paper in the same way.”

Paint Your Own 
Furniture And Sav e 


Ready - to - paint furniture has 
great appeal, particularly to the 
budget conscious home planner. 
Many of the newer designs are 
in sm art contemporary styles, har­ 
monious either in traditional or 
modern settings. 
This furniture can be finished 
in many ways—painted, papered 
cr stained. It can be stenciled, 
dressed with decals or decorated 
with other designs which suit the 
fancy. 
Here are some general tips on 
painting furniture. 
1. Surface must be smooth, clean 
and dr#. Wash off grease, wax or 
oil W'ith turnpentine. Remov e dirt 
with soap, water and ammonia. 
Fill holes and cracks with wood; 
filler. Use paint remov er if finish; 
is cracked or peeling. 
2. Sandpaper rough or glossy sur­ 
faces, new w’ood or rusted metal. 
Wipe w'ith cloth dampened with 
turpentine. 
2. Spread newspapers on the floor 
to protect it from spills and splash- 
ings. Stir coating with paddle or 
stick. Use a clean, soft bristled 
brush. 
4. Start right for perfect results. 
As a rule tables and chairs should 
be placed upside down. Paint legs 
first.
